1'ieniier Halfonr, replying to the toast, 
"liis 'Majesty's Ministers*," referred to 
the splendid services rendered by the 
colonies during the South African \Vnr, 
which showed, hu said, that they were 
not mere sleeping partners in the Im- 
perial .firm, An unanswered quecition, 
however, was whether the war would 
be lolluwed by a not less successful 
pence, The iTewier said ho looked to 
the future of South Air.. -a in u hope- 
ful, but not n too sanguine spirit, a* 
every source of wealth there practically 
was Irlel up. He suit! he believed 
much gooil would come of Colonial Sol"- 
rctiiry Cliauiborlain's visit to South 
Africa, which would be only the lirst 
of ti long succession of tsuch visits, and 
that the tunc was now ripe for closer 
constitutional relations between the 
Colonies and the Mother Country. Mr. 
iBalfoiir declared that ho knew nothing 
about the "fantastic bargain" Invented 
by the press upon the occasion of tho 
visa of "n great and friendly sovereign 
to Ins nearest relatives." Emperor 
William, according to the Premier, hud 
111 political motives in coming to see 
King d'M.ward. 

Dealing with the situation in Soniali- 
IllUtl, Mr. Halfonr unid that tho water- 
less waslo and fanatics -were always 
'tittlcuit to deal with, but that flic 
Somalilnud question wan not of great 
Importance in the national development, 
except as it brought into "high relief 
tho friendly feelings of Italy towards 
Great Britain. 

The •Premier congratulated 'Lord Lans- 
ilowne upon the commercial treaty with 
China, niiil the Javanese alliance, lie 
said ho believed that every great power 
in 'Kurope, was not only desirous of 
pence, it > 11 1 (irmly resolved that pence 
should he maintained. He deprecated 
international prejudices of any kind, and 
especially the a nt i-Iinglinh feeling on 
the continent over the Boer war, as 
endangering the concert of Europe, 
which m tne past has been a great in- 
strument of peace, and which is des 
tilled to piny an even greater part in 
the progress of the civilization of 
'Christendom. 

Today [or tho lirst time in the history 
Of London the Lord .Mayor's procession 
traversed the unfashionable thorough- 
fare of Petticoat Lane. In recognition 
of the Jewish ancestry of Sir 'Marcus 
'Samuel, the new Lord Mayor, Jewish 
■Lend, mi especially celebrated the event. 
The poorest inhabitants of Whiteehnpel 
and Houudsditeh were banquetted at 
tile expense of their wealthier co-fe- 
ligicnists. 

Tho quaint ancestral procession of 
the chief executive of the city through 
tho streets of this metropolis was prob- 
aiblj- more brilliant than usual. Seven 
richly decorated floats and fifteen bauds 
representing crack regiment*, together 
with the city officials and the London 
Guilds, make up a goodly pageant. A 
unique feature was the Uoat representa- 
tive of the Anglo-.lnpunese alliance, sur 
mounted by the arms of 'Imtli countries, 
ami surrounded by n guard of Japanese 
and tUritiHli bluejackets. The proces- 
sion left the Guildhall at 11 a. m., and 
traversed the processional streets of the 
old city of London to the Law. courtM, 
where, uecordiug to ancient custom, the 
Lord Mayor was formally presented to 
the \Lord Justice and ,was sworn in .

'A number of Mounted Police lined up 
in front of the ears, aul the people 
were given the choice of romillg willing- 
ly. Agent Speers started off with Pet- 
roll", one of the leaders anil the others re- 
luctantly followed. Everything went 
luirly well for about a quarter of a 
mile, when they halted, and it was 
found necessary to load several of the 
leaders, very much against their will, 
into wagons, where they were kept. 
Again the procession started very slowly,! 
as though they were anxious to turn 
back. 

They seem to be in a rebellious spirit 
still, and it is thought that considerable 
difficulty will be experienced before they 
are landed at their village, some 00 miles 
distant. In every case the leaders de- 
clared that if they were forced to pro- 
ceed they would return at the first op- 
portunity to march Eastward in search 
of Jesus.

Forks. 

Grand Forks, B. (.'., Nov. 10.— A con- 
struction crew of the Great Northern 
railway last night secretly put in a 
crossing across the line of the. Kettle 
Valley railway at the junction, about 
thi'eo miles from town. The mat 
stolen on the Canadian road was not 
discovered until an early hour this morn- 
ing, when the Kettle Valley people 
placed an engine in position nt the dia- 
mond in order to prevent the approach 
of the Great Northern construction 
train, which was equipped to complete 
track laying into the Grand Forks depot, 
a mile and a half distant. The Great 
Northern gang, a hundred strong, 011 
reaching the scene half an hour Inter 
found their progress barred. 

The Great Northern gang outnumber- 
ed the Kettle Valley forces three to one. 
and their ranks were augmented partly 
by excited sympathizers from Grand 
Forks and Columbia. The Great North- 
ern is opernting under rights alleged to 
have been secured from the V. V. & E. 
railway. Recently tin? railway commit- 
tee at Ottawa granted an order author- 
izing the Great Northern to cross the 
Kettle Valley tracks. Tho latter road, 
hdwever, hits on injunction restraining 
tho Great Northern from crossing. The 
case is 10 come up for hearing before 
the Supreme court at Vancouver on the 
•14th instant. The proposed Great North- 
ern branch, besides reaching Grand 
Forks, is surveyed into the Grnnby 
smelter and to Phoenix, British Colum- 
bia. 

LATER. 

The Kef lie Valley line this evening at 
(! o'clock removed its engine which was 
obstructing the track ot the Great 
Northern & Kettle Valley crossing. It 
is stated that both roads have reached 
an amicable settlement of the dispute, 
but the details cannot be learned. The 
'Great Northern construction gang will 
resume track-laying 
tomorrow.

Norfolk, Va„ Nov. 10-Capt. Winfield 
Scott Tooker, of the Merritt Ac Chapman 
Wrecking Company, who had charge of 
the expedition which attempted to tow 
the captured Spanish cruiser Maria 
Theresa from the Southern coast of 
Cuba to Hampton Roads at the close of 
the Spanish-American war, was shot 
three- times in the body and fatally 
wounded here today by .1.

Marconi System to Be Installed 
From Cape Breton to 
Victoria. 



Canada Will Be the First Coun- 
try to Utilize the Grand 
System. 



Substantial Reduction in Cost 
of Press and Commercial 
Messages. 



J. N. Greenshields, K. C, of Mont- 
real, who as vis ting tne Coast in couuecj 
tion with his mining interests, informed 
the Colonist yesterday that the Marconi 
system of wireless telegraphy will be 
put into practical use 111 Canada just 
as soon as the necessary stations can 
be installed. Thus Canada, which was 
the Jirst country to establish trans-At- 
lantic steam navigation, will have the 
honor of leading the world in introduc- 
ing wireless telegraphy to the world of 
commerce. The Dominion government 
has enabled Mr. Marconi to es- 
tablish communication between Great 
Britain and Canada, and now the 
Marconi Wireless Telegraph Company 
of Canadu is about to extend the sys- 
tem across the continent, so that events 
transpiring 111 the metropolis of the Em- 
pire will be waited by invisible agencies 
across the Atlantic and the broad Do- 
minion instantaneously— bringing Vic- 
toria into intimate toucu with the centre 
of the world. 
iBeforo leaving the East Mr. Grocn- 
hields, who is one of the incorporators 
and solicitors of the Marconi Wireless 
Telegraph Company of 'Canada, tiled the 
requisite papers for the incorporation of 
tho company, and in a short time the ac- 
tual work of erecting the stations will 
begin. 

In conversation, Mr. Greenshields 
said: "We are just about ready to op- 
erate the wireless system of telegraphing 
in Canada and Newfoundland. The 
company, besides operating an oceanic 
system from coast to coast, will also op- 
erate an inland service. My opinion as 
to tho efficacy of the wireless system is, 
of course, not worth much, but from in- 
formation I have had, I believe the sys- 
tem will prove a complete success. The- 
company will have its station iu Cape 
Breton finished within the next two 
weeks, when business will be com- 
menced in earnest. 

"'We propose erecting stations ut suit- 
able points right across the continent 
from Cape Breton to Victoria. All the 
principal cities and towns of the Do- 
minion will be included in tho system,, 
so that everything of importance hap- 
pening iu Europe or in Eastern Canada, 
will be transmitted oil the instant to 
every point in the West. Our priucipil 
stations will probably bo Halifax, Si. 
John, Quebec, 'Montreal, Toronto, Ham- 
ilton, Kingston, Loudon, Sault Ste. 
i.Marie, Fort Arthur, Winnipeg, 'Regina,. 
Calgary, Revelstokc, Kamloops, Van- 
couver and Victoria, though doubtless 
when the system is perfected, every 
town of importance in the Dominion will 
have its wireless telegraph service. 

"The saving jn tolls to the press and 
the public generally will be very con- 
siderable under the Marconi system. 
'Press messages will bo sent for just one- 
half the present charges, and there will 
bo a reduction of 00 per cent, on com- 
mercial and private messages." 

Asked as to the practicability of tile 
'Marconi system, Mr. Greenshields inti- 
mated that there was no longer any 
question ns to its complete success, tho 
official announcement of which may be 
-made public at any moment.

The Streets, iSewers and Bridges' 
committee retorted as'follows: 

Gentlemen, — I'our streets, bridges and 
sowers committee having investigated the 
matter of the commanMcatlonl of the sani- 
tary inspector of the 20th ult., in regard 
to the Hushing of sewers, referred to this 
committee by the Council, beg leave to 
report as follows: 

During the nontha of July, August and 
September tin old system of Hushing, 
namely that bj tanks, constructed to work 
automatically, was discontinued and the 
tanks were reidjusted so that all Hushing 
was done undo.- the personal supervision of 
an employee ol the corporation. 

The reason f«r the change was the waste 
of 'water that was solng on owing to the 
leaking lu the tanks and Imperfect working 
of tlie syphons. The magnitude of the 
waste was clearly indicated by the night 
pressure at He pumping station, but its 
mil tire and extent was only detlnltely as- 
certained wliei the tanks themselves were 
overhauled. 

The result Is set out in the schedule pre- 
pared by the water commissioner hereto 
appended. 

Neither the sanitary Inspector nor any 
other witness al the Inquiry brought any 
evidence to show that the sewers were 
In any worse condition, from a sanitary 
point of view, than they have ever been. 
Nn ea«« of sickness In the city could be 
attributed to the sewers; on the contrary, 
where sewers did not exist, there wen' 
cases which (ould be attributed to their 
absence. 

The sanitary inspector clearly Rtatod that 
the reason foi his writing the letter was 
thai he feared that the sewers might get 
Into a condition that would cause s'.ekness. 
This apprehension was based cm certain 
conditions at the man-boles at one or two 
points, lb' had no Intention of Ignoring 
the Cltv Engineer or the medical health 
officer in writing the letter, nor of causing 
any alarm. 

It Is evident, however, that the present 
system of (lushing might be improved up- 
on, particularly In regard to what Is known 
as the "dead ends." 

From the Inquiry It has been shown tint 
generally speik'.r.g. flushing sewers twice 
a day would be ample to keen the sewers 
In a healthy condition. In some places, 
where the guide Is steep, once would be 
enough; In others, where the grade more 
nearly approaches the horizontal, and 
where the services are not numerous. It 
might he necessary to flush three times a 
day. 

It is estimated that the expenditure of 
about 13,500 gallons of water per day, 
would he adequate to flush the sewers and 
keen them In a sanitary condition. 

In view of the fact that Bowers require 
Hushing according to their position, num- 
ber of services, and grade. It would ap- 
pear thai a return to the automatic sys- 
tem of Hushing would be beneficial, pro- 
viding that automatic flush tanks of the 
right kind of construction be Instated. 
Your committee are advised that such 
tanks can be constructed that are not 
liable to get ont of order, and that give 
perfect satisfaction whercever they are 
used. 

Your committee therefore recommend flint 
Hie Cltv Engineer be requested to report 
as to the best system of automatic flush 
tanks, and cost of same, and that as soon 
■is funds are available these tanks he put 
In.

Armed Guards Will Be Placed 
on Bouldyr Island Next 
Season. 



Derelict in South Pacific-Em- 
press of China and Vic- 
toria Due. 



Tug Mamie, which has returned from 
Quatsino, reports sighting a small seal- 
ing schooner, which is believed to have 
been the South Bend, off Quatsino 
Sound. The South iBend, which left 
here in April with 14 skins, taken on the 
t-'oast, for .Copper Islands and Behring 
sea, was last spoken in Septc'iuber with 
pjf skins. ■ She was given provisions 
from the Enterprise, now at Ucluelet, 
tlio • beginnhrg - of September. She is 
the, lust of. the-iluet to -return, the others 
ha vint; reached the Coast. There are 
still' aix schooners on the Island coast. 

The- United. Suites government has ar- 
ranged a plan of procedure with regard 
to the recent discovery of the seal rook- 
ery on Bouldyr Island. The Secretary 
of the Treasury Intends to make a thor- 
ough investigation to ascertain if there 
are fur seals on any of the other islands 
of the Aleutian archipelugo, and to pro- 
vide means of protecting them against 
raiders, if any shall be found. 

Some time ago the United States offi- 
cials practically abandoned the idea of 
further investigation of this problem 
through fear that if seals should be dis- 
covered no way would be found of pro- 
tecting them, and the announcement of 
tsucli a discovery would simply be an in- 
vitation to poachers to kill the seals at 
the beginning of the next breeding sea- 
son. The Secretary has now drafted a 
recommendation to Congress asking an 
appropriaion of S5,0O0, which will be 
used to establish an armed camp on 
Bouldyr Island and on such other isl- 
ands as fur seals may be found upon, 
for the protection of the rookeries. If 
the money is niijropriated by Congress, 
an armed force will be landed at 'Boul- 
dyr Island prior to the beginning of the 
breeding season next spring, and in ad- 
vance of the arrival of the seals, and a 
camp will be set up and maintained un- 
til the seals have again left for South- 
ern waters. 

If the appropriation is granted, a plan 
has been devised by Capt. Shoemaker, 
chief of the United States revenue cut- 
ter service, for investigating the other 
islands of the Aleutian chain during the 
season. As large a number of revenue 
cutters ns possible will be assigned to 
patrolling duty next summer, and one or 
more of these vessels will be alternate- 
ly detailed to coast along the Aleutian 
chain and in and out of the passes be- 
tween the islands, making occasional 
landings, and observing as closely as 
possible all portions of the shore line 
ujion which fur seals would be apt to 
haul out.

Ship Lotus Seen Dismasted, Her Crew 
Missmg. 

The 'French bark Jeanne Cordonnier, 
which has arrived at Sail Francisco 
from Swansea, reported having sighted 
the ship Lotus, abandoned by all her 
crew, whose fate is: a mystery, on Au- 
gust 1), in latitude 5."!, 24 south. The 
look-out reported the derelict, which 
wan seen like the Phantom ship, through 
a mist, and Capt. Poreher, examined 
this mysterious craft that had loomed 
out of the storm, and he read- her name 
mi her stern— the lLotus. lie -also read 
the signs of that tragedy of the sea— 
a mainmast gone, a niizzen cut away 
close to the deck, a stump of the fore- 
mast standing, and a foresail set by 
the last vain effort of a despairing crew 
to hold steerage way on a vessel doom- 
ed to the scant mercy of the relentless 
elements. It was a plain tale for the 
sailor, and one that he could read with- 
out a dictionary. But the most, eloquent 
of all the evidence was the" ladder that 
liuug swinging and crashing against the 
side. Down that ladder the crew had 
climbed when they abandoned the ship. 
'Beyond that point in the story of the 
'wreck, the perspicacity of the captain 
'of the .Jeanne Cordonnier could 'not 
'penetrate. What fate befel the crew 
'after they left the ship he could not 
guess— he may never know. 
' The sea was rough, and a boat could 
Hot be lowered from the Jeanne to inves- 
tigate further. It was apparent, liow-

(The Vancouver World objects to our 
resenting Mr. Blair's taking for granted 
that mining iu British Columbia is in 
-an unsatisfactory condition. One class 
•of iniuiujr is in an unsatisfactory condi- 
tion, namely eilver-lead mining. The 
reasons are two in number. The fust 
is that ithe prices of lead and silver are 
exceedingly low. With lead at $2.40, 
aud silver at 50 cents, silver-lead mining 
is a hard industry to lie made pay. The 
second reason is that through the tBrit- 
Jsh 'Columbia lend .miner not having 
the home market for lead, he only gets 
-$1.40 for this lead instead of $2.40. 
There is ibesides no industry in Canada 
based upon the •product of our silver- 
lead mines. If there were, there -would 
<)u a largely increased demand for lead, 
and it would bo exported! in higher 
forms of production than that of raw 
ore, or even lead bullion. The miner 
would thus receive the full price of his 
product, and the country the benefit of 
a large amount of extra labor. Although 
two nre willing to admit that the indus- 
try of silver-lead mining is in an un- 
satisfactory condition, the conditions 
which occasion this arc entirely beyond 
the control of the. province of British 
< 'olumbia, or any of the people who live 
in it. In spite of this, however, the 
reduction in production this year will 
not (be very great eoiupured with last 
year, if we are to judge by the statis- 
tics puWisiiid by the mining newspapers. 
These statistics are from the custom^ 
( tec hunt ions, and the railway bills, and 
.He fairly accurate. iSilver-lead mining 
is an important industry in [British Co- 
lumbia. I*n L it only produces one-third 
of the t still value of the output of 
metalliferous mines in llritii-h Columbia, 
.-.iid it certainly does not employ one- 
sixth of the men employed in mining 
lor the precious metals. -Surely to argue 
1 loin unsatisfactory conditions with re- 
giiihl to one branch of the* mining in- 
ttirstry to generally unsatisfactory con- 
ditions throughout the province, is be- 
side tin: point, particularly when the 
price of the products of that branch 
gives ample reason for the conditions 
which affect it. How do the other 
'branches stand'.' Last year placer min- 
ing produced ?07O,OOO, of which Atlin 
produced Jj>300,t>00. This year it is re- 
ported that the yield from Atlin is three 
limes as great as that of last year. Con- 
ditions must be good in Atlin. Cariboo 
lias k> face a decline in the output of 
one largo corporation, contributing a 
quarter of a million last year; but the 
output from all sources is highly pro- 
gressive, .which shows that conditions 
are good in Cariboo. If we next di«- 
eiiss i|rec-miiling gold properties, -we 
Jiud that the Vinir and 'Cariboo are 
still producing metal from month to 
month, while further West :it Fairview 
most satisfactory developments are tak- 
ing place, i'urther, a new free milling 
camp has been discovered in British 
Columbia. Two mills are being installed 
and ail indications of an incipient ,hoom 
are taking place. We may also men- 
tion the steps taken to make the Second 



Relief at Ymir a heavy producer. It is 
quite evident that the conditions are 
good fnjr the development of free-milling 
quartz mines ia British Columbia. If 
we turn for a moment to the mainstay 
of metalliferous mining in British Co- 
lumbia, our gold copper mince, we find 
that 1'ossland, which produced 283,300 
tons of ore last year, has nlready ex- 
ceeded that figure this year, with two 
months to spare; while (Boundary is 
now over -100,000 tons as compared with 
300,000 last year, and optimists are 
calculating upon n tounago of 550,000 
tons this year, although wo must say 
we think half a million tons will be 
about the figutre-. Besides these remark- 
able achievements a mining camp is 
growing up far West of the Boundary 
district, in which is located a mine 
cautiously and thoroughly developed by 
tho trustees oE the late Marcus Daly's 
estate, which those who are supposed 
to know, say lias the makings of the 
greatest individual mine in the province. 
At least it has this in its favor, that it 
is the only British Columbia property 
in -which that particularly shrewd min- 
ing man, the late Marcus Daly, invested 
any money. On the Island of Vancou- 
ver we find two smelters, one in opera- 
tion, and one neriring completion, erect- 
ed to handle the overflowing supplies of 
go!d-copi>er ore which are available. 
Very obviously the conditions ire good 
for the working and development of 
gold-copper mines in British Columbia. 
We did not attack 'Mr. .Blair, whosu 
knowledge of conditions iu British Co- 
lombia is necessarily slight. Wo at- 
tacked the persons from whom he de- 
rived his misinformation, and wo say 
without hesitation that they are us 
ignorant of the mining situation in Blrit- 
isii Columbia, as they are venomous and 
malignant towards the good name of 
the country which supports them, and 
in which they live. That a man may 
Oppose the present government or any 
government from conscientious, and to 
him personally, creditable motives, we 
are willing to admit. But that in cjrder 
to make political capital, men should 
Ibe found to befoul and ibedraggle tho 
economic ami industrial conditions of 
their country, and to do so falsely, is 
despicable beyond belief. We have de- 
tailed the conditions of mining as they 
exist. We will go furthrjr. Perhaps 
in ignorance, perhaps from a fairly close 
and intimate knowledge of the com- 
parative history of metalliferous mining, 
and of the positive results achieved n, 
British iColumhin, we will declare thai 
rto State in the Union ever showed such 
advance in metal production during anj 
ten years of its history us the province 
of British 'Columbia has shown during 
the last decade, furthermore, that this 
exceptional rate of progress has ibeeu, 
and is being, well maintained at the 
present time, and furthermore, that tho 
science of mining and metallurgy is fur- 
ther advanced in British Columbia to- 
day than iu any portion of the habitable 
globe. Where did the owners of the 
Utirretson furnace como to experiment? 
To 'British Columbia. Why? Because 
the highest metallurgical skill, aud the 
mutejrials necessary, were available 
here, and only here. Where has the 
electrolytic refining of lead bullion ibcen 
made a commercial success for the first 
time? In British Columbia. Where 
has the smelting of copper ore 'been re- 
duced to a minimum undreamt of in any 
other country on any other continent in 
the world? Here in British Columbia. 
We havo wiritten more than we in- 
tended. Wo 'have transgressed tho limits 
for a single article in a morning news- 
paper to be read by busy men. But if 
ever there was a legitimate excuse for 
such transgression, it is in the mixture 
of ignorance and malice which s.ei. '< 
to degrade the name of British Colum- 
bia as the foremost field in natural con- 
ditions, in industry, in enterprise, and 
in science for the extiraetiou of the pre- 
cious metals from the 'bosom of 'Mother 
Eurth.

Poor Idea of Russian 
Line. 



Has 



Thos. Lewen, of London, England, is 
registered at the Dominion, having ar- 
rived from the Fur East by the last 
direct steamer. Mr. Lewen is on a tour 
■of tho world, having crossed Asia by the 
Trans-Siberian railway. The trip is be- 
ing made for pleasure, but Mr. Lewen's 
relation of his experiences on the Si- 
berian railway gives anything but 
pleasurable aspect to such a voyage. 
The line is still very rough, and the 
travel at the time Mr. Lewen crossed 
was very largely confined to natives of 
Russia and the semi-civilized tribes 
along the line of the railway. The prin- 
cipal traffic on tho line seems to be 
from Asia towards Europe, and tho ac- 
commodations at present are not such 
as are likely to attract the better class 
of travelers, particularly Europeans 
hound for the Far East. 

I 'art of the route is by water, the in- 
land sea of Lake Baikal being made use 
of as a portion of the system, huge 
steamers having been constructed, 
which ply on those waters and connect 
the two ends of the main line. Mr. 
Lewen's experience on the Siberian ruil- 
■wuy was not tho most pleasant imagin- 
able, there being a great lack of sys- 
tem in the matter of providing good 
meals at many points on the line. 

Mr. Lewen continues his homeward 
journey this morning, leaving for Van-I 
couvcr, where he will lake the C, P. R.

Yesterday the harbinger of pence was 
about to settle upon the trials and tribu- 
lations of Capt. Coleman and his former 
•wife, Mrs. Smith, both of San Erau- 
cisco, but Mr. Justice Walkem refused 
to allow the aforesaid harbinger to 
alight, at least it might in the mean- 
time continue to hover over the involved 
affairs of the twain until His Lordship 
could make sure that the majesty of 
the law had not been in any way slight- 

The matter came before the judge in 
tins manner: Capt. Coleman, who was 
arrested on requisition from the fSau 
Francisco police on the -charge of kid- 
napping his little daughter as related in 
Sunday's issue of the Colonist, had 
agreed to transfer the custody of tne 
pretty little girl to his former wife, 
-Mrs. Smith, whose adventures on thd 
troubled sea of matrimony were also 
related a day or I wo ago— provided the 
ehargo against him was allowed to drop. 

Accordingly Mr. Ceo. iPowell, for 
Mrs. iSmith, and Mr. Prank Higgias for 
Capt. Coleman, nnd Mr. John Langlev, 
superintendent of city police, with the 
little girl in charge, together with the 
two parents who "have drifted apart" 
drove to the residence of iMr. Justice 
\\ nlkeni, who although unwell, consent- 
ed to hear the application in camera as 
it Here. 

Mr. Powell, in opening the case, stat- 
ed that both parties had agreed to a 
modus Vivendi, provided His 'Lordship 
would agree to the modus. This latter 
was that Capt. Coleman was willing, 
as related above, to relinquish his claim 
to his daughter provided tho charge of 
kidnapping against him were with drawn.

IN LEGAL CIRCLES. 

Applications Disposed of in Chambers 
by [Mr. Justice 'Martin. 

In chambers yesterday Mr. Justice 
Martin disposed of a couple of applica- 
tions. In Yorke v, Yungtsze Insur- 
ance Co., an action by Frank Yorke, 
owner of the pile-driver Stevedore, Tor 
loss of the latter, under n policy of 
marine insurance issued in January for 
two weeks, it was alleged that on March 
.'! for a renewal for one months. A re- 
newal slip was issued, but the vessel 
was wrecked at Sidney on March L 
Plaintiff commenced suit for the amount 
of his policy, aud iFrnnk Higgins ap- 
plied for judgment under order XI V. 
The defendants' attorney, A. E. It. Mar- 
tin, opposed the application, producing 
an affidavit which alleges fraud on plain- 
tiffs part in applying for n renewal. Mr. 
Higgins then abandoned -the summons. 
The Costs of the application were award- 
ed the defendants on the ground, that the 
claim on the writ is under tho policy; 
whereas the renewal slip forms a now 
policy, under which no claim by special 
endorsement can bo made. 

In the case of Clearihue v. Britlsn- 
Yukon Co., '0. O'Brien, for the defend- 
ants, applied for leave to issue •further 
interrogatories, which was granted, costs 
being awarded plaintiff in any event.

Louis Olsen, formerly n prosperous 
sealer and owner of tho lost schooner 
Hatzic, then known us the Louis Olsen, 
and John Carlson, who holds mate's 
papers, both of whom are now cabin 
men, living in a precarious manner and 
working in spells, sufficient only to buy 
food and whiskey, are on trial in tho 
d'olico court, charged with supplying 
liquor to Maggie, and Mary Ann, her 
10-year-old daughter, Ahousaht Indians, 
the former being the cook of tho sealing 
schooner, who had her bail estreated on 
Saturday. Carlsen is liable to bo 
charged with a much more seiious crime, 
that of .having carnal knowledge of the 
little girl, who is but 10 years old, evi- 
dence to that effect having come out iu 
the trial of the case of supplying liquor. 

It seems that Maggie, the Ahousaht 
woman, and her "tenass," after leaving 
the lock-up, weut to tho Hurbor cot- 
tages, that 'block of cabins near Turret 
Bock, aud visited the cabin of Olsen and 
.Carlsen, who gave them liquor, and af- 
ter a carousal, they spent the night there, 
'Maggie in Olson's room — the cabin is 
divided with a low partition— and her 10- 
year-old daughter in Carlson's room. The 
accused, according to Maggie and Mary 
Ann, had each given them whiskey. 

Maggie, who was tat examined, said 
that when sJie went to the cabin, Louis 
offered to "gin her up." She drank 
three glasses of liquor, which tasted 
like brandy, and gave Carlsen six bits to 
go nnd get more. The little girl drank 
two glasses. After spending the night 
in the cabin, she gave Carlsen $10 next 
morning to go und get whiskey. He 
brought some, but gave her no change. 
All drank the whiskey in two bottles. 
The little girl was drunk when she weut 
to bed, and drunk when she got up. 

Mary Ann gave evidence that the ac- 
cused had given her whiskey, and that 
Carlsen had been guilty of improper con- 
duct with her. Sim gave her evidence 
in the iudiau tongue, an interpreter 
putting it into Chinook and another in- 
to English, while the mother gave her 
evidence in Chinook. 

The accused asked many questions, 
and .finally, after the witnesses reiterat- 
ed the statements made in their evidence, 
Carlsen said: 

"This bane n put-up job — all a lie! I 
want a lawyer!" 

Magistrate Hall explained that it 
would have been better to have got a 
lawyer to defend him at the commence- 
ment of the case. 

•Well," said Carlsen, "I wanted to see 
how it would turn out. It's not the 
same as what 1 thought, and I want a 
lawyer." 

'All right," said the magistrate. "Do 
you want n lawyer, too, Olsen?" 

"I don't know. I don't know what 
the charge is against me, for I haven't 
got any house and I haven't got any 
whiskey. 1 want the women to tell 
where 1 got the house and where I got 
the whiskey they speak n'bout." 

"Oil, icome," .said the .magistrate; 
"you've heard the charge. You are 
charged with supplying these two women | 
with liquor." 

The case was then adjourned until 
the afternoon, when Mr. ,1. P. Walls 
appeared for ('arisen ami Mr. McLean, 
of Drake, Jackson & Heimekeu, for Ol- 
sen. A further adjournment was taken 
to allow of their being instructed, and 
then Mr. Walls asked for a further ad- 
journment, arguing that he had been 
instructed that this charge was a 
[runi|pod-up one, and alleging blackmail 
by the Indians. He wanted an adjourn- 
ment until Wednesday morning, as he 
could not do justice to his client other- 
wise. The case was adjourned until 
Wednesday. 

On Sunday the gang of mischievous 
boys who have been doing much damage 
to property of late, entered the paint 
works of the British-American Paint 
'Company, on Humboldt street, aud did 
considerable harm. They took a num- 
ber of cans of paint and oil and turned 
them out on the floor, solely for the love 
of mischief. Then they pilfered an or- 

bard in James Bay district. The police, 
having a good idea of the malefactors, 
were soon on the lookout for them, and. 
after several ineffectual chases, for the 
boys are -sprinters. Constable Handley 
found them on Johnson street yesterday 
morning, dividing up a pie, probably 
stolen, nnd be adroitly clinched three of 
them, the fourth slipping uway. The 
three, Boy Cluuess, Atkinson and Pete 
Hansen, were taken to the lock-up and 
charged with breaking and entering.

J. W. Hnskins, of this city, who fpent 
lust summer iu Cassiar in the in- 
terests of the Roselia Mining Syndicate, 
has been iu town for n few weeks and 
is making arrangements to return to the 
held of his operations early in l!)0o, 
Mr. Llaskins bus spent five years in the 
country drained Iby the Uease au l 
Liard rivers. For one year he was in 
the employ of the Cassiar Ceut-al Rail 
way Company, in charge of the devei-ip 
ment of the Applejack and 'McDiunes 
Creek claims, on McDames creek. To 
givo an idea of the formation of tliM 
part of the province, Mr. Haikiiiu says: 

"The strike of the formation is south- 
east nnd northwest. It is composed of 
slates, diorites and silicious sandstones, 
with dykes of limestone. Tlie forma- 
tion is well defined, the ro 'ks appearing 
to be in place and without man/ faults. 
There is very littlo folding of strata in 
some parts of the country, wnich ex- 
plains why the deposits of ore in pluee 
are large and well defined. Xiiero 
an absence of gash veins, stn jg»'i.-j and 
pockets, the ore occurring n contact 
veins and large fissure veris. The Ap- 
plejack is a fissure vein nboat "JO feet 
in width, assaying in silver 100 ounces to 
the ton, and carrying from 22 to 30 per 
cent, in- copper. The paystrenk, averag- 
ing, ns I have stated, is 5 ""• wide. 
A tunnel lias hen run in on the fontwnl! 
'M feet, exposing 5 feet of pay me f--;- 
the entire disia lice. The .Mel )a mes 
Creek ledge is ret'eired to in Y>' Daw- 
son's report on Cassiar. The body ol 
ore is about S't feet wide. It lever- 
ages about $100 in silver an I l".i 1 to th'f 
(on. It carries copier, bu: mere has 
been no assay for this metal. It ^s a 
bedded vein and crosses the j.-.'ck in 
the foot of the canyon at tn>! head of 
Chinese Bar. The assays 'hat I have 
given were made by Mr. Lang, assayev 
for the Lonora mine. I put iu a tunnel 
to cut the ledge at right, angles, start' 
ing from tlie north side. At 17 feet I) 
inches I struck the ore body, which was 
well defined, with -1 inches of gouge pexl 
the country rock on the fo'otwall. 1 
drove the tunnel fee f thrjjgh soiid 
ore, averaging .$100 to the ton, .stopping 
at ti point which, according to measure- 
ment across the face of the ore body, 
was something over 50 feet from the 
south wall. The tunnel is 5x7 feet, and 
the ore on the dump will pay double the 
cost of the work done. I was all through 
Kooten.ly and discovered many of the 
best mines, but I never saw anything 
like this. 

"The next year I was engaged with 
the company operating the Thibert 
Crock Hydraulic mine. This js a splen- 
did property. The benches are from 
200 to ;i(H) feet high; there is plenty of 
water available and a line dump. The 
dump is 8,'i feet high. I believe this 
will in ;i short time be one of the great- 
est producing properties iu British Col- 
umbia. It is far from being the only 
hydraulic ground in Cassiar. but on 
scores of creeks there is just as good 
gravel, anil in many instances water 
can tie obtained much more cheaply 
than on Thibert creek. 

'"The reason why the country lias not 
boon more opened up is to be found in 
the excessive charges and limited fa- 
cilities for transportations. The Cassiar 
Central "blanket'' also retarded prog- 
ress because it distoiirnged miners from 
going- into the country This has now 
expired and the district is open to every- 
one, and 1 look for a great influx of 
miners next year. I went into Cassiar 
first in 1S!)S for the Cobbledick Syndi- 
cate. This was composed of the chair- 
men of ten different London companies, 
and Mr. Cobbledick was sent out with 
authority to expend $200,000. They 
stopped operations on account of the 
Cassiar "blanket," as the following ex- 
tract from Mr. Cobbledick's letter will 
show : 

"'There is olio abiding obstacle in the 
way of propert'es in Cnsiiir — the Cas- 
siar Central Railway charter.' 

"The fourtli year I went in for the 
Cassiar Venture Syndicate, and took up 
thu whole of Roselia creek for hydraulic 
purposes; but the ground was subse- 
quently staked by the Cassiar Central, 
and rather than have any trouble about 
it, my people told me not to go on. 

"(Being satisfied that the Roselia 
claims are valuable, a syndicate of Vic- 
toria and Esquimalt people put up the 
money to fully prospect these ami ob- 
tain the leases, water rights, and so on, 
and I spent hist summer in preliminary 
work there. 

"The McDnmes creek ledge appears to 
to u part of a continuous body of ore ex- 
tending across the country for many 
miles, rising and dipping, but every* 
where carrying good values, gold in 
some places occurring with the silver, 
lead and copper. In some ,p!nces the ore 
looks like tlie best Kossland ore. The 
point that I want to bring out is that 
the ore bodies and hydraulic gravels in 
this part of the province are practically 
unlimited, and unless my judgment is 
wholly ut fault, when transportation fa- 
cilities have been provided there will be 
an immense mining camp there, extend- 
ing over thousands of square miles. The 
Itosella company's properties are only a 
little dot upon the map of this great 
country. 1 believe that geological rea- 
sons can be given why the ore bodies 
here are larger anil more persistent than 
elsewhere in the province, but 1 am not 
a geologist, and will not attempt to 
speak about this. I only can tell what 
1 have seen. 



"Further north, that is noriu of tlio 
northern confines of the .province, are 
very extensive coal deposits of good 
quality. LH\ Dawson also speaks of 
these, and also of deposits of galena and 
quartz, lie describes it as a great lield 
for prospectors and capital, and referr.ng 
to the gravels of Cassiar, savs they have 
beep .simply scratched over m search of 
shallow and high grade gravels. 

"Tlie cl.niate is not a drawback. The 
ground is not frozen in tlie summer, exi 
cept where covered with heavy moss. 
Many of the rivers scarcely freeze solid 
enough tfer safe travel. The hydraulicc 
season is from the 1st of May to the 
tniddlu of October, at least. There is 
some fanning land and hardy grains 
and vegt-tautis can be grown. There is 
plenty of glazing lands, and on some 
of the ranges holtses can remain out all 
winter. 

"i think the people of Victoria should 
take a keen iutcicst m this part of 
the province, and lead in its developi 
ment, so that their experience in regara 
to Dawson, Atliu and even Kooteuay, 
will not be repeated."

Rich Ground Encountered by the Dredge 
Near Lytton. 

The gold dredge at Lytton has done re- 
markably well since It whs moved beyond 
the Van Winkle riffle. The ground now be- 
ing worked. Is very rich, but a good deal 
of the line gold is lost. It is stated that 
if all the gold raised up by the buckets 
could bo saved, the cleau-up would be al- 
most 100 ounces a week. Ab It Ls not over 
fifty per cent Is saved, aud the devising of 
some means of overcoming the loss is a 
problem that is engaging the attention of 
the management. 

Mr. White, o; lc of the directors of the 
company, came out from England lately and 
Is Inspecting the -plant and making careful 
Investigation into the conditions. Bo far. 
the operations conducted 'by this dredge 
have proved that the bed of the Eraser car- 
ries paying qunn'tltles of the precious 
metal. The uppllcanci's employed to save 
it are not, however, anything like as near 
perfect as is desired, and If, as fi result 
of the experiments that are being made, 
the existing difficulties in saving the gold 
can be overcome, gold dredging on the 
Eraser will become as firmly established 
an Industry as It h; In New Zealand.— Kam- 
loops Sentinel.

After waiting— hoping against hope — 
that their drowned tilikums would, come 
back, the. Kyuquots huvo at last given 
way to sorrow because of the Joss 
of the schooner Ha tele with all on 
board, including IM tribesmen of the 
(Kyuquots. All summer the women have 
wailed, and the people have had a "sick 
tuin-tum" (a sad heart), but some •whis- 
pered ii "word of hoipo, and they waited. 
.Now, with the return of the two schoon- 
ers to Kyuquot from the Bearing sea, 
which shipped their crews at Kyupuot, 
the lust faint hopes that the Indians will 
ever return have been abandoned, for 
the Indians are dead, and the seas have 
long since been singing the. requiems 
over their remains. 

When the schooners Arietta and Pen- 
elope returned to the West Coast Vil- 
lage—the largest on the coast— two 
Weeks ago, the tribesmen crowded 
around the vessels in their canoes as 
soon as tli o craft sailed into the harbor 
from the sea, and inquired if any news 
had been heard of the missing Ilat/.ic. 
The schooners had brought no news. 
Worse, the Penelope had lost a canoe 
with two Kyuquot Indians in it. Then 
the hopes were abandoned. 

That night the women wailed. The ill- 
nbeea resounded witli sorrowful cries, 
and on tlie following morning u proces- 
sion of canoes went over to the point 
where the dead are buried, where the 
red and white mourning streamers de- 
note many graves, and spread there the 
property of the missing sealers. 

In a long line along the point the si- 
washos spread an arrangement of bur- 
eaus, mirrored sideboards, sewing ma- 
chines, beds and varied articles of fur- 
niture from the houses of the missing 
sealers. Nearly two thousand blankets 
Were piled mi along the point, and left 
thorp, exposed to the weather — a potlatch 
to the lost sealers. There, too, they 
hauled up live or six large sealing can- 
oes, each being broken to prevent its be- 
ing stolen and launched, and in these' 
canoes the Indians built figures repre- 
sentative of the. sealers, standing with 
spear in hand, ready to kill a BOnl, or sil- 
ting, paddling towards the "bolhischick- 
ies," as did the missing men of the Hat- 
zie, before they were swallowed up by 
the sea. The carvers made totems for 
the dead— in fact the Kyuquots did great 
posthumous lienor to their missing tribes- 
men, who were lost when the schooner 
Hatzie found a resting place beneath the 
WflVCS, she>long sailed, first as the Louis 
Olson, then the Dolphin, and lastly as 
the Hntzie. \ 
i After tile women had wailed for hours 
while the men piled up the belongings of 
the dead, and the gifts of the tribe, in 
honor of their memory, the tribespeoplc 
returned to their illahees, and night af- 
ter night they wailed— and were still 
mourning when the sealing schooners 
left that port for Victoria a few days 
ago. Contrary to their usual custom, 
the Ahousuhts have not yet destroyed 
the houses of the missing men. In the 
pa.st it lias been their custom, not only 
to destroy the property of the Inst men', 
but also to burn their lodges. At many 
Coilst villages canoes may still be seen 
with blenched skeletons of dead tribes- 
men, and their w( n(!lor-wo:n effecis piled 
I'd) in the rami's, in which a hole had 
been made to prevent any irreverent 
thief from stealing them. 

At Xootkn, on the furthermost point 
faring the sea — Mnqiiinun Point— two 
sewing machines have been standing for 
two or three years fronting a massive 
totem, an eagle about twenty fret in 
height, standing on a huge wooden 
whale, about fifteen feel long, and cost- 
ly blankets have also been there, ex- 
posed to the weather, am! no tribesmen 
linvc ever thought of removing them, Ami 
so it is at the other Villages on tlie Wis; 
Coast. At Ahousaht the household effects 
of a dead chief may be seen piled up in 
a large canoe amidst the trees at the 
side of the village. 

At one of the Const villages a short 
time since a peculiar incident happened 
in connection with this custom of de- 
stroying property as a mark of respect 
to the tribal dead. An Indian ami bis 
fellow-hunter had been lost from a scal- 
ing schooner in the iBehr'ug sea, ami the 
schooner returned and reported that he 
was missing. His klootehuian — woman 
— took a line Greener gun, which the In- 
dian had bought in Victoria with his .pre- 
vious season's earnings, for the winter 
hunting, and, breaking it, siie had laid it 
in the burying ground, with a red and 
white flag — the mourning colors. She 
had also taken a sewing machine and 
an organ, which lin had bought for her 
with the proceeds of his hunting, and 
destroyed them at the. burial ground. 
Several months afterwards tin; missing 
Indian, who had been picked up by tin- 
other schooner and carried away, re- 
turned home. When he learned how his 
klootchman had paid' respect to Ids 
memory by destroying his Greener gun, 
her sewing machine and organ, he near- 
ly beat her to death. 

Col. MeCalmout, who moved the reply to 
tin- speech from the throne, was, as every- 
body knows, a dashing but Impecunious 
young cavalry officer, and one flue morning 
woke up to And himself the owner of three 
millions of money. When the war started 
ami Col. McCalmont spoke of going out as 
a volunteer— ns he nfterwnrds did — .Sir 
Henry de Bathe thought it his duty to re- 
monstrate with hi« son -In-law;, whereupon 
the son-in-law, for once, lost his temper, 
land turned a'lmost fiercely on his senior. 
Sir Henry's wit and good humor, were 
equal to the ocpnslon. "Look here," he 
said, "If yon don't he more respectful to 
me, I'll cut you off with a shilling" 
Whereupon good humor wis restored oil 
round.

Correspondent of Western Mail 
Cardiff Gives Impressions 
of B. C. 



Holds Peculiar Views On the 
Chinese and Japanese 
Labor Question. 



The following letter by D. Lleufer 
Thomas, 'B. A. h., appears in the West- 
ern 'Mail, Cardiff, Wales, of October 4: 
iWhat California is to the United 
States, the province of British, Columbia 
is to Camilla. With equal truth it may 
be said that what San Francisco is to 
California, the city of Vancouver must 
some day ho to the Western-most prov- 
ince of the great Dominion. It iB the 
Western terminus of tlie great trans- 
continental line of the Canadian Pacilic 
Itailway company, known to everyone 
as the lO. I'. which stretches right 
across the continent from the Atlantic 
to; the Pacific. 'It it> the home port of 
the same company's "Empress" lino of 
mail steamers plying to China and Ja- 
pan, and of another local line running 
to Alaska and the Northern gold-fields 
of the Yukon, it is also the 'Eastern 
terminus of the Canadian- Australian 
line to New Zealand! anil Australia. 
Geographically, no town is better situat- 
ed! to become a commercial metropolis. 
It is a meeting-place 'between the Old 
World and the New, between East and 
everything seems to show that it 
is destined to become the chief port of 
the North Pacilic, a gateway through 
which much of the merchandise of the 
Orient will reach the Western world IU 
future. It is the only •Mainland port in 
North America where Chinese are al- 
lowed to land, for their immigration into 
the United States lias been prohibited 
for some years past. Tlie Japanese are 
also here in goodly numbers, ami as we 
jostled against these Mongolians we 
leall.-.ed that the Ear East was not so 
very remote from us here. On this 
Pacific Coast Japan seemed, so to speak, 
seductively to beckon us to cross) oven, 
for if wc 'but embarked on the Empress 
of India, which lay in port, she would 
ibring us in 10 days to Yokohama, She 
was, in fact, taking on board yellow- 
skinned Chinese troops from Wei-Hni- 
Wei and Hongkong, and swarthy Sikhs 
from India, who had been to London 
lor the Coronation, and were now re- 
turning to their respective homes. Here 
was a new route to India which stu- 
dents of our Imperial resources ought 
to cultivate. But the Ear East was 
not for us; he had all but come to the 
end of our Westward journey. Not 
quite it is true, for on our arrival at 
Vancouver we found awaiting us a O. 
I*. It. steamer to take us across Georgia 
Kay— a five hours' run— to Victoria, the 
capital of British Columbia, and chief 
town of Vancouver Island. 

As to our journey across the continent, 
between [Montreal and Vancouver, 1 do 
not propose giving any detailed account, 
it was full of those fresh sensations 
which are produced by a first visit to 
a new country, and in .Canada these 
were enhanced, by the unique character 
of tlie scenery. Sufllce it to say, for the 
sake of those who know something of 
the geography of the country (I was 
myself deplorably ignorant of it), that 
from .Montreal we went iby tram to To- 
ronto, and thence to Owen Sound, where 
we took one of the C. P. R. .boats for 
Port 'William— a delightful trip of some 
20 hours across Georgian Buy — a north- 
ern arm of iLake Huran — with its 10,001) 
isles, through the canal of iSauit Sajnto 
Marie, or "Soo," as this fast-growing 
Chicago of Canada is generally known, 
and on through Lake .Superior, on which 
we lost sight of land for many hours. 

After the splendid waterways of the 
great St. Lawrence and the lakes— and 
how valuable, commercially, they are 
may lie judged from the tart that car- 
goes can lie sent all the ■way to Europe 
without transshipment from 'Port Wil- 
liam, tvvJiieh is almost halfway across 
the continent, and that more shipping 
passes through tho "Soo" canals than 
through that of Suez— wc bud next to 
traverse the vast ocean-like, treeleSS 
prairie, of Manitoba, happily covered in 
August with heavy crops of fast-ripen- 
ing grain; and then on to the higher 
levels of the Northwest Territories, with 
their extensive ranches and cattle on 
a thousand hills, till at last, at Calgary, 
we came in sight of the Koeky Moun- 
tains in all their majesty ami grandeur. 
On ami on tlie railway line threaded its 
way, following river courses by loops 
and zig-zag tracks under tho shadow of 
fantastic precipices, with ever in view 
i magnificent panorama of jagged peaks 
or castellated! mountains of sheer rock 
bejewelled with glacier and clad with 
nether garments of spruce and pine. Ver- 
itably a dozen 'Switzerlands rolled into 
one, or one might not inappropriately 
describe it as a sea of mountains suc- 
ceeding that sea of plains which we had 
just come through. Scenic and engineer- 
ing surprises followed one another thiol; 
and fast, culminating when, the train 
crept along shelves and ledges of rock 
half-way uy a precipitous mountain in | 
the "Kicking Horse'' L'iiea, iim.l the | 
Eraser Kivcr Canyon, with the angry i 
torrent of tho river madly swirling 
along in tlie deep-cut gorges f granite 
below us, till at last, on descending the 
Pacilic slopes, we felt relieved at having 
come safely out of so many perilous and 
noi ve-strainiiig situations.' Every com- 
fort which lias been devise,! for long- 
distance train-traveling was ours. We

could walk from one end of the train 
to the other, and during the journey 
through the mountains an open obser- 
vation car was put on from which we 
could obtain an uninterrupted view of 
the many meauderiugs of our course. 
Moreover, stoppages were made at cer- 
tain places for refreshments, and the 
meals which we partook of at the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway chalets at Stephen, 
at Glacier (under the shadow of the 
great glacier), and at North Bend were 
even better than anything we had hod 
at the palatial hotels of Quebec and 
Montreal. 

The passage from Vancouver to Vic- 
toria was a soothing, restful sequel to 
our long journey. Through a perfect 
maze of well-wooded islands "The Chnr- 
nier" threaded her wuy over the placid 
and almost glassy waters of the Gulf of 
Georgia— not to be confused, of course, 
with tho Georgian Buy of 'Lake Huron. 
As we spoil along we felt as if we were 
sailing to the Islands of the lUlest, pome 
new ilesperides, famed, no doubt, in 
long-lost Indian legends. As we ueared 
our destination Victoria and its suburbs 
Were seen in tin. near distance, while 
beyond it. but separated by a few miles 
of sen, st"od out clearly in the back- 
ground the unbroken range of the Olym- 
pian mountains in the 'State of Wash- 
ington, snow-capped with dark-blue pino- 
clad slopes, fit homes for the primeval 
gods who preside over the destinies of 
the Pacific Coast. "See Naples and die!" 
1 would rntber say "See the Gull - of 
Georgia and tlie Straits of Euca and 
live! for life will have a fuller and 
richer meaning after gazing on their 
beauties." Surely, the tide of those who 
do the "grand tour" ought to be turned 
to 'Canada to make acquaintance with 
its magnificent lakes and rivers, to see 
tin- iucoinpanfbh. mountains of .British 
Columbia, and to admire the beauty of 
Nature, unspoilt by man, on the mar- 
velous lock-like sea which bathes its 
wonderful Coast with its almost count- 
less island!!. 

As for the city ol Victoria it is an 
ideal olace of residence, and no wonder 
it was chosen to be the capital of the 
province though not situated on the 
Mainland!. It is certain that so far dur- 
ing our trip we hare met no better 
hosts. Among the splendid hospitality 
tendered to us everywhere along our 
routo that of Qudbfu in the East and 
of Victoria in the extreme 'West stands 
out pre-eminently. Despite tlie presence 
of Orientals in great Humberts there is 
a markedly Englisl air about the city. 
Being tlie seat of government, it has 
something of a leiiured class, while its 
society receives important contributions 
from tlie garrison just outside the town 
and tho Naval ftation at Esquimau, 
some four miles nrny. 'Most of the men- 
ial labor is perfumed by Orientals. Tlie 
Chinese make the best of domestic ser- 
vants, being in pet excellent cooks. 
Vegetable garden ng is almost entirely 
in their hands w the great benefit of 
tlie inhabitants, who, previous to tho 
arrival of .John Chmnman, suffered 
much from the denrness and scarcity 
of vegetables, • Here, too, as well as 
throughout all British Columbia, and 
even in most of the towns of the North- 
t Territories most of the laundry |

seem to have a kind of aversion. In 
some departments of industry they are 
fast ousting the white man, and this is 
specially notable in the tailoring trade. 
Their imitative powers are great; they 
easily copy a model, but they seem to 
lack the inventive faculty, which some 
may regard OH a blessing so far as their 
tailors are concerned. One of the finest 
business establishments in Victoria was 
that, of a Clilnese outfitter, where both 
tin., capital and labor were Chinese. At 
the same time the Chinese themselves, 
unlike tlie Japanese, adhere to their 
national costume, ami to Chinese habits 
of li:'". Tlii! pig-tail Is cultivated and 
preserved, tin; forehead shaved, they live 
on a little rue, and eschew tin' vices of 
tlie white man. A drunken Chinaman 
is tin. rarest of sights. People often 
think that tlie Chinese make up for their 
abstinence from liquor 'by excessive 
opium-simikiug, but 1 was assured that 
H hi onlv a -dpi II nrjportion of them — 
the ilregfi of their society— tjiut iml"'^ 
in opium l" anything like excess. 

The .Inpnni'S i the other hand strive 

to copy tlie ICuropeau model; he adopts 
Emopeiiii (Irons, persuades himself that 
it is the rmht thing to drink Scotch 
whiskey, ami indulges some times in 
even more questionable forms of plea- 
sure. There is a peculiarly subtle temp- 
tation Cor him iu the white man's foibles 
ami follies. Little .laps iu evening dressj 
do much of the waiting at hotels, and 
they have a strong inclination for shop- 
keeping, especially fancy stores. Speak- 
ing generally, they are deemed to be 
less honest and trustworthy than the 
Chinese in their bargains, and a very 
unjust estimate of the Chinese charac- 
leK has been drawn from 'Bret llarte's 
pi em on tlie "Heathen Chinee." Iu 
fact, Chinamen are said to lbs perfectly 
honest until and unless someone attempts 
to deceive them, then it is a case of Creek 
meeting Greek— if one may une the ex- 
pression^-anti in Hie contest the chances 
are that John will get the best of it.
